During our lengthy tenure in the 
musie business, we’ve had the pleasure 
of listening to and viewing many of 
your swingin’est MC-D.J.’s on the ra- 
dio, on stage and on the TV sets.

Furnished with this glorious title, 
Dalida began haunting the Egyptain 
film studios, where she met.De Gastyne, 
the French film director, who gave her 
a small role in “Le Masque de Tout- 
tankhaman”, afterwards asking her to 
make some films with him in Paris. 

After a long conversation on this 
subject, Dalida’s family — against its 
better judgement — finally agreed to 
allow Dalida to leave Cairo for Paris, 
where she arrived in January of 1954. 

The Parisian debut of the future 
star was hardly encouraging, De Gas- 
tyne had no films to film, and Dalida 
had to temporarily abandon the movies. 


- Remembering that she had all the same 


once won a prize in a vague sort of 
singing contest, Dalida decided to try 
her luck in song. 

Carefully and methodically Dalida be- 
gan by taking singing lessons, She 
worked with Roland Berger, who help- 
ed her perfect her accent, and sang 
nicely enough at the end of a few 
months to secure an engagement at the 
“Villa d’Este”, quietly moving from 
there into the “Drap d’Or.” 

But Dalida found working thusly, 
far from the limelight, most depress- 
ing, and she kept waiting for her chance 
to arrive. She found it in April of 1956, 
when she presented herself in the 
auditions being held by Bruno Co- 
quatrix, Director of the Olympia thea- 
tre. 
This, Dalida’s first — and decisive — 
audition is quite a story. 

For, the day the young singer pre- 
pared to face the Olympia jury, two 
very important young men were having: 
a drink in the bar in the Rue Caumar- 
tin just next door to the stage entrance 
of the Olympia. 

One of the. men was Eddie Barclay, 
president of a large record company; 
the other wag Lucien Morisse, Director 
of Radio Europe Number I, and the 
audition didn’t tempt either of them in 
the least. They therefore decided to let 
the outcome of a game of “421” make 
up their minds. The verdict of the game 
was final and normal: Eddie Barclay 
and Lucian Morisse were to attend the 
audition. 

They entered the Olpmpia in the mid- 
dle of Dalida’s song, “L’Etranger au 
Paradis”. Agreeably surprised, the two 
men immediately realized they were not 
hearing just another singer, and they 
reacted immediately. Lucian Morisse a- 
greed to find the songs for Dalida to 
sing, while Eddie Barclay agreed to 
record her. This mutual action soon re- 
sulted in the first recording by Dalida: 
“La Violetera”, “Madona’”, “Guitare 
Flamanco” and the well known “Bam- 
bino”’. 

The following summer, Bruno Coque- 
trix, who was making Cabourg into 
the Number One beach of France, hired 
Dalida for the summer season. Dalida 
triumphed before the vacationists — 
and at that moment began to become a 
star. Impressario Jacques Daubigny 
took her in hand and had her work in 
various small towns in France. By 
March of 1957, Dalida was ready to con- 
front the public at the Olpmpia. She ap- 
peared as “Extra Attraction” on the 
program and was a tremendous success. 
Seven months later, billed as the “Ve- 
dette Americaine”, Dalida returned to 
inaugurate the newly-decorated Olym- 
pia. 

Dalida next made several tours 
throughout France and recorded hit 
after hit: “Gondolier’, “Tu N’a Pag 
Tres Bon Caractere”, “Buenas Noches 
Mi Amor”, etc, etc. ete.
